Parkhurst, to endeavor to see the 


. p'rlme minister, who had previously de- 


cided not to receive the deputation. 


'Enormous crowds o£ onlookers as- 


- sembled In the vicinity of parliament 


house belore the time set for the raid 
upon the house, around which several 
'thousand police had taken up strategic 
positions. 


Arrest Suffragette on Horse. 


The llrst noteworthy incident was 


the arrest, after a great deal of trou- 
ble, of 
a. buxom equestrienne suf- 


fragette, who tried to penetrate the 
police cordon to take a message to the 
premier. Next appeared the deputa- 
tion under command of Mrs. Park- 
hurst, and It was received by the 
crowd with wild cheers. 


Escorted by the police, the deputa- 
lon arrived at the St. Stephen's en- 
.rance to parliament, where It was met 
>y Chief Inspector Scantlebury. who 
landed Mrs. Parkhurst a letter from 
the premier, regretting his inability to 
receive the deputation. 


Angrily throwing the letter on the 


ground, Mrs. Parkhurst exclaimed: "I 
stand on my right as the king's sub- 
ject to enter the house of commons," 
and she endeavored to force an en- 
trance. 


The police tried to Indues the women 


to disperse quietly and then began to 
take the members ot the deputation by 
the arms to lead them away. 


Crowd Deplores Slap. 


To the surprise of the spectators, 


who were massed around the entrance, 
Mrs. Pnrkhurst slapped Inspector Jnr- 
vls in the face, knocking his cap In the 
mud. 
There were cries of "shame," 


and several of the spectators told the 
suffragette leader 
that 
she had no 


provocation to do such a thing. 


A moment later another member of 


the deputation, Mrs. Saul Solomon, 
knocked off the Inspector's cap a sec- 
ond time, while others made deter- 
mined attempts to rush the cordon of 
police. Eventually tho entire deputa- 
tion was placed under arrest. 


By this time a second deputation 


had left Caxton hall, accompanied by 
some hundreds 
of 
suffragettes and 


others, and an attempt was made to 
reach the house of commons through 
the underground passage leading from 
Westminster bridge. This, too, was 
unsuccessful, but for two hours the 
whole district was In a state of uproar 
tho police dispersing the crowds anc 
arresting women by the wholesale 
The windows of many of the govern- 
ment buildings were smashed will 
stones wrapped In paper. 


Just before S o'clock the prime min- 


ister himself drove away -from the 
house unobserved by the crowd. In 
Caxton hall were Viscountess Harber- 
ton, Mrs. Israel Zangwill. Miss Beat- 
rice Forbes-Robertson. Miss Elizabeth 
Robblns and Miss Beatrice Harraden, 
besides ail the well known suffragette 
leaders. 


Horsewoman Excites Crowd. 


Great excitement was caused among 


the crowd Uy the movements of. the 
equestrian 
suffragette, 
Miss 
Vera 


Howe, who, In riding habit and bowler 
hat ,rode backwards and forwards, car- 
rying messages between the different 
deputations and who ultimately was 
arrested. 


Throughout the demonstrations the 


police behaved with the utmost for- 
bearance, but the suffragettes in many 
cases forced them to some amount of 
rough handling. There --was much 
screaming and'In some cases' fainting 
and many, .women had to be taken to 
the hospitals In a state of'collapse.

Two Aeronauts Have an \ 


Awful Experience. 


St. Louis. June SO.—Whipped to and 


fro like a feather by a sixty mile gale 
in a aor.se black storm cloud, ten thou- 
sand feet above the earth, John Berry 
and II. A. Heinmaun. 
balloonist^, 


came through In safety. 


Heinmann, who is seeking a balloon 


pilot's HcensB from the Aero club of 
America, asconded with Cerry, intend- 
ing to make seven Mights, ascending 
and landing six times aftur the starL 
They ascendod in the big balloon Mel- 
ba at noon yestorday and almost met 
disaster at the start, when the wind 
whipped them against a derrick. They 
cleared this and were carried to an 
altitude of 10,000 feet and into thun- 
der clouda. 


While the wind tossed them about 


the two 
men, freezing 
with 
cold, 


pitched out bag after bus of ballast 
and when .the balloon did not us-jend 
above the storm pulled the emergency 
valve. Holnmunn was injured In mak- 
ing the landing, turning his ankle. 


Berry Tells Trip's Horrors. 


Berry. In describing the trip, said: 


"Today's trip was the most hazar- 
dous I ever experienced and tonight I i 
am devoutly thankful for having lived I 
through it. When the wind was whip- 
ping the bag at pleasure I did not hope 
to survive. 
Soon after entering the 


storm cloud we were caught In a wind 
a hundred times stronger than the 
ono which nearly made our getaway 
disastrous. 


"Although wo wnro in tho air more 


than an hour I believe tho distance of 
ten miles which we made was made 
In ten minutes. We were at an alti- 
tude of 10,000 feet when the storm 
struck us. Ten thousand Is the. limit 
of the measuring capacity of our 
in- 


strument «ind I believe that afterwards 
we were carried considerably higher. 
The air was so black we could scarco- 
ly see the swaying bag above us. We 
were in the center of a tog and a cold 
mist which nearly froze us. My mus- 
tache was covered with Ice and Hein- 
mann's hair was frost covered. 


"Although we tried several times to 


go above or below the storm, the air 
pressure around us held us firm. The 
gale swayed the bag from side to sidii 
and sometimes we could see th» gas 
bag lying out 
almost horizontally. 


The basket was shaken and buffeted 
like a cork on water. When it would 
strike the bag and send it to ono side 
it would force the gas out, and we 
lost fully half of our complement in 
this way. The drag rope probably did 
much In keeping the basket upright. 


"It was an awful sensation to hear 


tho clacking of the 
valve 
as 
we 


opened It to let the gas escape and 
still to see that we were not descend- 
ing appreciably, while the sides of the 
.bag were almost meeting."

Figures Just compiled covering the 


(*pera.tlons of the various portions of 
.the Pennsylvania railroad system, east 
E 


4 west of Plttsburg. show that in 
)8 these lines paid out In wages tho 
m-of $126,543.947. This represented 


» reduction of J29.471.951 In wages as 
compared with the $156.016,893 ex- 
pended in 1907. In the latter year, the 
companies employed an average of 
1199,000 men, while In 1908 the . nurn- 
'ber was 175,000—a reduction of 24,000 
men. 


Though there was such a large de- 


crease In the total sum paid for 
•wages, the rate of wages as estab- 
lished 'lor 1907, which represented an 
increase of ten per cent over the rate 
paid during the greater part of 1906, 
•was maintained for all classes of em- 
ployes without 
abatement 
through 


1808. This Increase In 'the rate paid, 
together with minor readjustments of 
•wages, amounted to some 116,000,000 


( 
annually. There were, by reason of 
the lack of business, some reductions 
Jn hours In 1908 which affected tho 
(gross sums earned by certain classes 
j of employes, but no changes were 
made In rates of pay.

In 1907 tho gross earnings 
from 


j operation of the companies included 
i in this compilation were $321,478,808 
land in 1908, they were $267,559.213— 
ja loss of $53.919,095. 
It will appear 


] therefore that In 1907 tho company 
tpaid for labor a sum equivalent to 48 
! per cent of Its total earnings from 
'operation, and in 1908 wages absorbed 


;a sum equal .to 46 per cent of the to- 
tal. 
Of course, not all payments to 


labor were chargeable 
against 
the 


gross earnings, but it was neverthe- 
less these earnings which directly or 
indirectly made possible such large 
payments to labor and which rendered 
necessary, the . radical reductions In 
such payments -when business fell oft. 


The fact that the necessity on the 


part, of a railroad company to keep 
most of Its plant going even In times 
of.-'severe business depression makes 
Impossible an adjustment of its ox- 
pehdltures to its earnings, such a« a 
manufacturer may bring about, is
